1 . On April 27, 2005, the representatives of SODO Design Limited, Alderson Dodds, 
sent the undersigned a copy of the assignment of rights to the above patent application from 
Rickard Shah to SODO Design Limited and instructed the undersigned attorneys to forward all 
papers relating to the above noted patent application to their agent. (Exhibit A) 

2. On June 6, 2005, the applicant advised us that all applicant's patents have been 
assigned to SODO Design Limited, and that all patent paperwork related to any applicant's 
patents be forwarded to SODO Design Limited.
